—{ The workers of our country, by having launched socialist competition 
a at the implementation of the decisions of the |7th MPRP Congress and 
the Fourth and Fifth Plena of the party Central Committee and by introduc- 
ing advanced know-how extensively in production, have successfully ful- 
filled the plan of nine months according to the main indicators of the de- 
velopment of the national economy and culture. 


I. Agriculture 


For the country as a whole 8.6 aillion young animale or 90.5 percent of ali 
the obtained offspring are being raised. The raising of young animals at 
state economies is 88.7 percent and at agricultural cooperatives 89.9 per- 
eent. In Hobsgol, Suhbaatar, Ubs, Tob, Bayan-olgiy and Dornod aymags 
93.4=-95.1 percent of all the obtained offspring are being raised. 


The annual plan of the procurement of the molt and hair of cattle was ful- 
filled by 101.4-108.6 percent, camel's hair and wool of the spring clipping, 
goat's hair and goat's fluff--by 96.8-99.1 percent. In Bayan-olgiy, Suh- 
baatar, Hobd and Ubs aymags the percentage of fulfillment of the plan on the 
procurement of fleece of all types is higher than in the other aymags. 


They procured 1,035,000 tons of hay--94.0 percent of the annual plan. As 
compared with the corresponding period last year the volume of hay procure- 
ment increased by 8.1 percent. 


The annual plan of hay procurement has already been fulfilled by 12 aymags 
and 200 somons. Dornod, Selenge, Suhbaatar, Tob, Omrogobi and Ubs aymags 
did not fulfill it by 1.9-26.9 percent. 


As of | October the harvest has been gathered from 73.4 percent of the sown 
areas, including 74.8 percent of the areas allocated for grain crops. As 











compared with the same period last year the sise of the harvest of grain 
crops, potatoes and fodder crops increased by 4.1-52.8 percent. 


The material and technical base of agriculture is constantly being strength- 
ened. Agriculture received 540 tractors, 189 trucks «nd much other equip- 
ment, They put into operation 2,926 livestock enclosures for 1.4 million head 
of Livestock, and the annual plan was exceeded by 5.1 percent. 


By means of state capital 246 artesian and 613 pit wells were put into opera- 
tion, the annual plan on putting watering places into operation was ful- 
filled by 73.7 percent. 


Il. Industry 


The nine-month gross industrial production plan was 
fulfilled by 100.7 percent, the plan for the increase of labor productivity 
was fulfilled by 102.2 percent. 


As compared with the corresponding period last year the total volume of in- 
dustrial production increased by 12.5 percent.

The tanning production association, the sheepskin factory, the bakery, the 
Ulaanbaatar Meat Canning Combine, the Central Power System, the Bayanteeg 

and Hartarbagatay coal mines, the biological combine in Songino, the Ondor- 
haan Milling and Fodder Enterprise, the Tosontsengel Woodworking Combine, 

the furniture factory, the porous concrete plant and a number of other indus- 
trial enterprises overfulfilled the plan of sales, while the Mongol-Sovtsvetmet 
Association and ome other industrial enterprises overfulfilled the production 
plan. 


Since the beginning of the year a number of enterprises, including the 
Ulaanbaatar milling and printing combines, the Tsagan oboo mine, the Chand- 
gantal coal pit, the Dzabhan and Hobd motor vehicle repair shops and several 
others, have been smoothly and regularly fulfilling the monthly and quarter- 
ly plans. However, the Sayhan oboo, Baga nuur, Hoshot, Mogoy gol and 


Sharyn gol coal pits, the Nalayh mine, the Ulaangom Milling and Fodder 
Enterprise, the match factory, the Suhbaatar Woodworking Combine, the brick 
plant and the Ulaanbaatar Motor Vehicle Repair Plant did not fulfill the 
plan on sales, while the glass plant in Nalayh, the Burentsogt coal pit, 











the Bayanchandman repair shop, the movie studio and other enterprises did 
not fulfill the plan on the output of products.

As compared with the corresponding period last year the volume of coustruc- 
tion and installation work increased by 4.1 percent, the plan of nine months 
was fulfilled by 91.9 percent. During this period 135 projects were put 
into operation. 


The road and bridge construction trust, the Hobd and Oborhangay construction 
and installation offices and the construction and installation office 








attached to the Ministry of Light and Food Industry fulfilled the plan on 
the placement of projects into operation.

The city construction trust, the technical assistance construction trust No l, 
the construction trust of gunicipal services, the construction and installa- 
tion organizations of Dornod, Bulgan and Selenge aymags did not fulfill the 
plan for putting pro‘ects into operation. Moreover, the construction trust 
of municipal services, the construction and installation organizations of Dor- 
nod, Omnogobi, Selenge, Tob, Hobsgol and Hentiy aymags, the administrations 
of water resources of Bayan-olgiy, Bayanhongor, Dundgobi, Dornod, Dzabhan, 
Oborhangay and Selenge aymags, of the receptacle and equipment repair and 
installations offices of packaging and equipment did not fulfill the plan of 
construction and installation work. 














IV. Transportation 


In nine months the freight turnover of all types of transport was 3.1 bil- 
lion ton-kilometers, and its plan was fulfilled by 104.9 percent, while the 
plan of freight traffic was fulfilled by 101.9 percent. As compared with 
the corresponding period last year the volume of the freight turnover in- 
creased by 9.2 percent and the traffic volume increased by 4.1 percent. The 
plan forthe increase of labor productivity in transportation was overful- 
filled by 8.1 percent, including 1.7 percent in motor transport, 14.2 per- 
cent in rail transport and 12.4 percent in air transport.

As compared with the corresponding period last 
year the volume of receipts from communication increased by 18.6 percent, 
the nine-month plan for this indicator was fulfilled by 101.6 percent, the 
plan forthe increase cf labor productivity was fulfilled by 100.4 percent.

V. The Increase in the Material Living and Cultural Standard of the 
People 


The party and the government are constantly devoting much attention to the 
steady increase in the material and cultural standards of the life of the 
people. 


The coverage of the members of agricultural cooperatives by the system of 
state old-age pension security and the increase of the amount of this type 
of pension for them by 30 percent beginning in the third quarter was a 
vivid example of this. 


Moreover, the income tax rate of workers and employees, who receive a wage 
in excess of 501 tugriks a month, was decreased on the average by 30 percent. 


As compared with the corresponding period last year the volume of the re- 
tail commodity turnover increased by 6.7 percent and the plan for nine 
months wes fulfilled by 99.5 percent.

AGRICULTURAL, ANIMAL HUSBANDRY PRODUCTION PLANS FOR 1980 ANNOUNCED 
Jlaanbaatar MENG-KU HSIAO-HSI-BAO in Chinese 26 Jan 80 p 2 


[Report: "Prospects for Mongolia's Agriculture, and Animal Husbandry in 
1980"'] 


[Text] In 1979, the working people on our country's agricul! °a. oo4 
animal-husbandry fronts soiemnly marked the 20th anniversary — the viccori- 
ous cooperativization of agriculture and animal husbandry an’ “Cth 
anniversary of land reclamation with outstanding achievements in production. 


In 1979, 8.6 million newborn animals, 0.8 percent more than in 1978, were 
successfuliy raised, thanks to the excellent work performed by herdsmen, 
peasants, workers and experts of agricultural and animal husbandry coopera- 
tives, state-run agricultural and animal husbandry farms, and feed »reparation 
centers throughout our country. Most of our aymags raised more animals than 
ever before. Among them were Suhbaatar, Ubs, Bayanhongor, Hobvsgol and 
Doronod which scored outstanding successes in animal husbandry. 


In 1979, industrious and hard-working peasants in our country reaped bumper 
harvests of grains and vegetables. They also fulfilled feed production, 
animal shed construction and well-digging plans without a hitch. 


The Party Central Committee recently held its sixth plenary session and 
discussed our national economic development and cultural plan for 1980, 
criticized shortcomings that existed in our work and indicated remedial 
measures to correct them. 


The 1980 economic development and cultural plen has been approved by the 
Fourth Session of the Ninth People's Great dural. Included in this plan 

are a wide ragne of tasks and responsibilities that the people throughout 

our country should fulfill. An important task facing workers on the agricul- 
tural and animal husbandry fronts in 1980 is to fulfill various economic 
targets. 


In 1980, we plan to increase the total agricultural and animal output by 

ll percent, the number of animals to 24.7 million, including 11.5 million 
females. We also plan to increase the acreage of farmland to 1.026 million 
hectares, 705,000 of which will be planted with crops in 1980.

In 1980, our goal in animal husbandry is to increase feed output by 10 
percent or more, to budid five new feed preporation shops and three feed 
mille for dairy farme and put them into operation, 


In 1980 we will also construct 2,700 large sheds and enclosures capable of 
accomodating 1,2 million animale and irrigate 2.5 million hectares of 
pastureland, Furthermore, 2,300 wells will be examined and repaired and 
seven mechanized dairy farme will be put into operation. Plane have also 
been worked out to build 4 number of pigpens, chicken farme and houses 

and to expand tractor maintenance and repair stations, mechanized threshing 
grounds, vegetable cellars and feed storage bins, 


Six hundred eighty-five tractors, 300 combines and 150 trucks will be made 
available in an effort to further step up mechanization of agriculture 
and animal husbandry and to strengthen their material base. 


Five thousand seven hundred experts and technicians will be trained by high 
schools, middle schools and specialized and vocational schools in the near 
future. Six thousand seven hundred persons, including siddle school graduates, 
have volunteered to work in the countryside. They will be assigned to various 
posts on the agricultural and animal husbandry fronts.

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LARGE-SCALE 1980 CONSTRUCTION PROJECTS OUTLINED 
Ulaanbaatar EDIYN DZASAG in Mongolian No 1, Jan 80 pp 4-5 


(Text) The capital investment and construction program [outlined] in the 
1980 plan reflects the requirement to complete successfully the construc- 
tion of the material and technical base of socialies in the MPR and to 
develop very rapidly the expanded production of fixed capital in all the 
sectors of the national economy. 


The volume of capital to be invested in the national economy in 1980 is 
to amount to 3.2 billion tugrike [and is to be derived) from all sources 
of finance. Almost 70 percent of this will be invested in the material 
production sector. This year, fixed capital valued at 4.56 billion 
tugrike is to be put into operation, and gore than 60 percent of this is 
earmarked for the agricultural and industrial sector. 


The guidelines for planning the capital, the means, and the material 

for construction projects being built and put into operation with the 
technical and economic assistance of the Soviet Union and the other 
fraternal socialist countries and for reducing the surplus of incomplete 
building [projects] were followed while preparing the capital investment 
and construction plan. During the plan year, more than 65 percent of the 
domestic capital investments are scheduled for equipment and construc- 
tion projects to be put into operation, and 20 percent of the capital 
investments are earmarked for expanding and reequipping industrial and 
economic enterprises which are in operation. 


As before, Soviet technical and economic assistance is playing an impor- 
tant role in constructing and establishing complete large-scale projects 
geared to improving the housing supply of the workers and expanding and 
developing the material and technical base of agriculture, industry, 
construction, transportation, and communications. More than 70 percent 
of the total capital investments are earmarked for construction projects 
to be built with Soviet technical and economic assistance. 


The total volume of construction and installation work is to increase 
33.2 percent compared to 1979 in accordance with the increase in the 














amount of capital to be invested in the national economy. (Some) 45 per- 
cent of the total construction and installation work is to be executed 

by means of the constiuction organization of this country, and more than 
750 construction projects are to be put into operation. 


The main trend of the 1940 capital investment plan ise as follows for 
the various sectors of the national economy: 


Capital investments earmarked for measures to further strengthen the 
material and technical base of the agricultural sector is to amount to 
465.2 million tugrike and is geared toward establishing complete 
specialized milk, vegetable, and virgin land state farm, constructing 
mechanized daily farms, tractor repair plants, large and small irrigation 
systems, water points, and livestock shelters, and toward purchasing 
agricultural machinery and equipment. 


More than 40 percent of the total capital investments, or 1,309.4 million 
tugriks, are to be invested in the industrial sector, and most of the 
capital investments in this sector are earmarked for the mining and light 
industry sectors in accordance with the goal to strengthen the fuel and 
power branch, to develop the new and old capacities of the construction 
materials and woodworking industries, and to increase the supply of export 
products of this country. 


In order to improve the supply of food products to the people, definite 
measures are scheduled to be taken to expand and to renovate the food 
industry in 1980, and along with starting the construction of new food 
combines in Altay, Saynehand, and Mandalgobi City, slaughterhouses with 
refrigeration facilities in Hobd and Saynshand City, and a bakery and 
confectionery combine in Ulaanbaatar, construction work on the soap and 
dairy enterprise, food combines in Ondorhaan, Arbayheer, Ulaangom and 
Hobd City and the Uliastay City slaughterhouse with refrigeration facil- 
ities is to be continued. The first unit of the Erdenet City food com 
bine, the bakery shop of the Ulaangom Food Combine, and the meat strip- 
ping and bone meal production shops of the Ulaanbaatar City Meat Combine 
are to be put into operation. 


The amount of capital to be invested in the capital construction sector 
will amount to 135.2 million tugriks and will be considerably greater 
than indicated in the plan. As a result of realizing the objectives 
planned for 1980, the target set for these 5 years with respect to 
strengthening the material base of this sector will be successfully 
implemented. 


In 1980, capital in the amount of 275.8 million tugriks are to be 
invested in the transportation and communications sector, the [number of] 
repair and service bases for *ransportation equipment is to be increased, 
the means of communication are to be improved, automatic telephone 
exchanges are to be expanded, lines between the aymags and somons [are 











to be established), line gultiplexing is to be carried out, and a tele= 
vision retransmission station and an orbita etation are to be constructed, 


Capital in the amount of 29.9 million tugrike are to be invested in the 
trade and supply sector, the number of trade and restaurant facilities 
and the capacity of the meat and vegetable storage cellare are to 

be increased, and the base and enterprises of the supply organization 
are to be strengthened. 


Many important measures are reflected in the 1980 plan to raise the 
living and cultural standards of the people. 


In 1980, housing having an area of 185,600 square meters, including 

30,000 square meters of dormitories, is to be constructed. Ten economic 
and service centers and 24 hot water facilities are also to be constructed; 
one first aid station, one hygiene and infectious diseases station, one 
inter-somon hospital, three physician-staffed medical stations, and six 
more pharmacists are to be put into service. Twenty classroom buildings 
to instruct more than 10,000 students, 19 buildings for kindergarten- 
nursery combinations capable of handling 2,100 children, and builaings 

for two 120-bed nurseries are to be constructed and put into cperation. 


An important goal of the organizations which carry out construction 
[assignments], the organizations which request construction [work], and 
designing and supply organizations consists of properly organizing at 

the beginning of the year the capital investment and constr ction projects, 
especially the buildings and projects to be put into operation in accord- 
ance with a carefully prepared plan and schedule. It is the responsibility 
of each organization which carries out construction work to raise the 
economic knowledge and training of all levels of cadres, to approve 
accounting procedures, to discover and to utilize resources, to expand 
savingly mtortals, to spread the profit-and-loss accounting brigade 
movement, to study the experiences of these, to organize two shifts for 

the construction of large-scale projects and to utilize the capacity of the 
machinery productively. “his is the basis for successfully fulfilling the 
capital investment and construction plan.
